TEN DAYS WITHOUT FOOD. 

AN EXTRAORDINARY CASE IN HONGKONG. 

While the discharge of tho 8.-S. Mongkus- 
(Capt. Loff) was proceeding this forenoon 
an extraordinary discovery was made. A 
coolie-was found underneath the hollow of 
the Jower beam in the foretold in an 
emaciated and. semi-conacious condition, 
evidently just awaking from a long stupor, 
which there is every reason fo suppose 
must have. lasted fully ten days. 
The covlie was taken on deck, and with the 
fresh air his appetite returned, Ten and 
foud were administered to him in amall 
quantities by order of the Caplaja, and it 
seamed as if his appetite increased as ho 


|ate, for he ‘continued clamorousty to de- 


mand more tea.and food. ‘The coolie’s 
mind seems to have retained no impression 


\of what occurred to him during the timo 


he was: immured in the hold, and as 
yot he has not even been able to tell how 
ho got there, All-he cau say is he has been 
asleop for # long long time—how long, 
however, he cannot say! Tn the absence 
of any explanation by the man himself the 
only supposition that can be made is that 
the cuolie formed ‘part of the gang engaged 
stowing the rice in the forehold of the 
Mongkut outside Bangkok bar on tho foro- 
noon of the 3rd January. It is probable 
that aftor his work was done he had taken a 
smoke of opium and, overcome with dtowsi- 
neas, had crawled underneath this beam, 
where there is just room for a min- to 
lie stretched out on his back snd enjoy a 
more or less comfortable snooze. When 
the'hatch was closed. the other coolios had 
doubtless, failed to observe their sleeping 
companion, and ‘he. was left buried ia the 
rioe bags. The moist heat from the rico 
had kept his body warm and the clammy 
air in the hold must have brought the man 
into ® comatose condition from which he 
awoke only whon fresh air was admitted 
Tu such surtoundings and in such a con- 
dition of body there niust have been very 
little waste of force, and there would be 
nothing improbable in his living oven longer 
than LO days. The’ sweat from the rice had 
doubtless kept his body moist and provented 
bis succumbing from prolonged. thirst. 
Perhaps when some of our medical practi, 
tiouora have soen the coolic we shall gota 
full uxplanation of the strange occurrence. 
“At any rate, as fasting is again the rage, 
we may congratulate ourselves on having 
afforded a good specimen of what can be 
done without fuss in the Far East.

aut to give protection to small.childern and 
provide means for bringing them np respec- 


upon ‘pocket mothers ” to give scounty for 
their bone fides towards their pocket daugh- 
ters; and fhut the Registrar Gcuoral should 
peable to apply to a Judge in Chambers for, 
a writ of Habeas Corpus with the viow of 
taking away from impropor custodians a 
purchased child. It is further saggested— 
andthe suggestion isone which wehave warm- 
ly advocated repeatedly—that stone tables 
stating the law of freedom ou English soil 
should be erected in places of public resort, 
Theso, suggestions aré all from the pen of 
Justice Russell, who, as must residents 
know, was ot one timo Registrar General 
himself, and they havo the support of. the 
present Registrar Goneral (Dr Stewart), and 
of the present Executive, _ Theso sugges- 
tions were embodied in a draft Ordinance 
by Dr iStewart shortly after Justicu 
Russell’s. report was propared, but as it 
was disapproved of -by the Attorney 
General (the’ hon. E, L, O’Malloy), who 
thought the present laws afforded ample 
protection, it waa not proceeded with. 
The draft. ordinance proposed to provide 
that the Registrar General may stunnen 
any person whom.ho reasonably auspected 
of huving inhis custody uny adopted 
daughter or female servant between ther 
ago of Gand 16 with the viow of disposing 
of her as-a prostitute. In the first place 
the Attorney Guneral objected to this pro- 
vision, a8 there was no definition of what 
coustitnted reasonable grounds of suspicion, 
and secondly, becansa he thought the pro- 
vision conferred too much arbitrary poser 
to be exercised without the safeguard of 
publicity by the Registrar General. Againi,* 
the measure did not say what should be 
dono with the porsun or the child if tha 
aecurity was not furtheoming, and indeed 
it was difficult for the Attorney: General 
to see what could he dove in -such a 
case. And further, the Attorney Gonoral 
thought tlust, in making it lawful for the 
Registrar’General,.in tho.interests of any, 
femate. child, ‘to make a written appheation 
to a Judyo in Chambers for o writ.of Ha- 
beas Corpva with ‘the viow of taking aay 
from improper custodians a purchased child, 
the Ordinance appeared to give a. vgry cx- 
traordinary power to the Reyistrar General 
to intarfera with tha domestic affairs of the 
Chinese population’ and a kind of power 
which could not possibly be efficiently exer- 
cised by a Governmentdepurtment, especial- 
ly ay nothing. is provided touching. what is 
to be dune with a child who-has been set 
free under the provisions of: the section, 
Thore was a further objoction still, but this 
was purely téchuical. In forwarding this 
draft ordinance and report to the Secretary 
of State, Governor Bowen seemed to side 
with the Attorney General, and yave it, as 
his opinion that no man could be properly 
entrusted with the powers which the pro- 
posed “Bill would confor, who docs “not 
possess a thorough knowledge. of tho lan-

was leaving a very important, and delicate 
qttestion. ina very. false position if, on the 
represontation that was made to us, wo did 
not take steps-to, obtain propor legislative 
authority for such action. as the Pro: 
tector wisin the habit of taking, It isto 
provide for tho levalisution of the measures 
now,taken, though imperfectly, for the pro- 
tection of women and girls that the Ordi- 
nance, is now brought before you.’

5, he-has 
the necessary ‘pawers to search any ship, 
house, building, or other place where hehas 
reasonable extise to suspect that any woman 
or girl ‘coming within, the meaning of this 
Ordinance is concealed;and by section 6, 
proper authority is given to his warrant. 


the Protector shall: provide for the pro- 
por housing and education of tho girls un- 
der ‘his charge. 
the Home, provision ia made for the arrest 
of inmates escaping, and for the panishment 
of thoge who help them to estape.--Provi- 
sion is made for the protection sf the Pro- 
tector and his officers from vexatious pre~ 
secution, and there is the usual puwer given 
to the Governor in Counail to muke rules. 
With that brief explanation, I move that 
the Bill-be read a first time.
